UNITED  STATES  VETERANS’  BUREAU. 


Rehabilitation  Division. 


All  district  managers  and  others  concerned  are  charged 
with  the  duty  of  following  the  instructions  given  below: 

(a)  The  expenditures  and  the  equipment  listed  herein 
represent  a  maximum  and  the  entire  equipment  or  the 
entire  expenditure  should  not  be  given  or  incurred  unless 
the  circumstances  necessitate  it. 

( b )  Specific  arrangements  must  be  made  when  equip¬ 
ment  is  given  to  receive  an  itemized  receipt  from  the 
trainee  for  every  article,  and  the  receipt  shall  contain  the 
valuation  of  the  article.  Records  must  be  so  kept  that  it 
is  possible  to  tell  where  all  tools  are  at  a  given  time. 

(c)  The  equipment  loaned  to  the  trainee  during  train¬ 
ing  is  the  property  of  the  United  States  Government. 
Nonexpendable  equipment  must  be  returned  at  the  ter¬ 
mination  of  training,  at  which  time  such  portion  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  trainee  in  the  employment  for  which 
trained  may  be  released  to  him  under  the  condition  stated 
herein. 
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(< d )  All  equipment  must  be  plainly  marked  either  by 
metal  tag,  by  steel  letters,  or  by  etching,  as  follows: 


Property  of  the  United  States. 
U.  S.  Veterans’  Bureau. 


Or  for  smaller  pieces:  U.  S.V.  B.  The  letters  should  be 
as  large  and  legible  as  is  in  keeping  with  the  article  marked. 
Proper  precautions  will  be  taken  to  prevent  injury  to 
small  tools  and  instruments  during  the  process  of  marking. 

( e )  If  a  trainee  returns  supplies  because  of  defectiveness, 
new  supplies  may  be  given  in  exchange  therefor  provided 
the  defect  is  sufficient  in  degree  to  make  the  supplies 
nonserviceable  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  issued 
to  the  trainee.  In  such  cases  adjustments  shall  be  effected 
with  the  establishment  which  supplied  to  the  bureau  the 
defective  articles. 

(/)  If  two  amounts  for  any  objective  are  specified,  one 
under  section  A  and  one  under  section  B  hereof,  the 
smaller  amount  shall  be  allowed  unless  special  authoriza¬ 
tion  by  central  office  grants  the  larger. 

SECTION  A. 

Allowances  for  men  training  in  “ institutions ”  ( schools  and 
colleges)  not  covered  by  schedules. 

1.  The  authorized  expenditures1  per  trainee  in  “insti¬ 
tutions  ”  are  not  to  be  construed  as  governing  the  amount  of 

1  Expenditures  within  these  limits  are  subject  to  certification  Form 
4502A  (F.  B.  555A)  as  necessary  and  required  of  all  students  pursuing 
the  same  course.  Central  office  copy  of  Form  4502A  (F.  B.  555A)  will 
be  attached  to  the  voucher  when  submitted  to  central  office  for  payment. 

If  necessary,  the  total  allowed  in  any  course  may  be  allocated  under 
any  head  or  heading  in  the  same  course. 

The  purpose  of  the  classification  in  this  table  is  to  suggest  to  district 
offices  what  experience  has  proved  to  be  the  usual  amounts  expended 
under  these  heads  for  trainees  pursuing  these  courses. 
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equipment  to  be  released  to  the  trainee  under  the  provisions 
in  paragrapli  (d),  page  12.  Only  such  part  of  the  author¬ 
ized  maximum  amounts  for  institutional  courses  as  may  be 
necessary  shall  be  expended  per  trainee  during  any  fiscal 


year.

Note  A.— For  regular  medical  courses,  special  medical  courses,  me¬ 
chanical  dentistry,  dental  surgery,  dentistry  and  pharmacy,  a  maximum 
expenditure  of  $150  per  fiscal  year  may  be  allowed;  but  where  conditions 
make  it  necessary  any  two  consecutive  years  may  be  combined  into  a 
single  period,  during  which  a  maximum  of  $300  may  be  expended.  Pro 
rata  expenditures  are  authorized  for  courses  of  less  than  two  years  in 
duration. 

Note  B.— In  music  courses,  in  addition  to  the  $100  allowed  for  books 
stationery,  and  supplies,  $100  may  be  allowed  for  purchase  or  rental  of 
instrument,  when  necessary.  The  purchase  of  an  instrument,  not  in 
excess  of  $100,  is  in  addition  to  the  $500  allowed  for  instruction  for  the 
first  year  only. 
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2.  For  training  in  optometry,  photography,  watch 
repairing,  and  navigation,  v/hen  the  necessary  expenditure 
for  tools  and  supplies  required  of  all  regular  students  ex¬ 
ceeds  $150  in  a  fiscal  year,  the  district  manager  is  authorized 
to  purchase  such  for  the  trainee  without  prior  approval  of 
central  office,  provided  the  responsible  official  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  certifies  that  such  tools  and  supplies  are  necessary 
and  required  of  all  students  pursuing  the  same  course;  such 
purchases  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  procedure 
set  forth  under  “Bids,”  to  an  additional  amount  not  to 
exceed  $100.  The  additional  amount  of  $100  will  not  be  ex¬ 
pended  after  the  first  year  except  upon  special  authoriza¬ 
tion  by  central  office. 

3.  If  it  is  proposed  to  expend  amounts  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  prescribed  in  these  instructions,  or  it  is  desired  to 
furnish  material  not  customarily  required  of  regular  stu¬ 
dents,  an  itemized  list  showing  cost,  signed  by  a  respon¬ 
sible  officer  of  the  training  institution,  together  with  a 
letter  from  the  district  manager  explaining  fully  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  purchase  of  these  articles,  must  be  submitted  to 
central  office  for  prior  authority.  All  proposals  from  insti¬ 
tutions  for  tools  and  individual  equipment  should  be 
carefully  scrutinized  by  the  responsible  supervisor  in  the 
light  of  the  information  given  in  the  “exhibits”  attached 
hereto.  No  protective  clothing  shall  be  purchased  without 
prior  approval  of  central  office  except  as  listed  in  the 
schedules  attached.  Requests  for  purchases  of  protective 
clothing  not  listed  must  give  details  showing  clearly  its 
necessity. 

BULK  PURCHASES. 

4.  Where  the  bureau  is  required  to  lurnish  student 
supplies  which  can  be  bought  more  economically  by  the 
district  office  and  distributed  to  individual  trainees  as 


required,  such  purchases  in  bulk  or  purchases  for  group 
instruction  are  authorized  not  to  exceed  $250  without 
prior  approval  of  central  office. 

5.  In  cases  where  books,  tools,  accessories,  stationery, 
and  supplies  are  furnished  to  institutions  a  receipt  signed 
by  a  responsible  representative  of  the  institution  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  district  office. 

SECTION  B. 

Allowances  for  men  training  “on  the  job.” 

6.  Section  B  of  these  instructions  authorizes  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  equipment  for  certain  trades  and  occupations  set 
forth  in  exhibits  made  a  part  hereof.  Variation  from  the 
lists  in  these  exhibits  is  permissible  provided  the  amount 
allowed  is  not  exceeded  and  the  nature  of  the  particular 
work  necessitates  a  variation.  For  men  in  training  on 
the  job  purchases  not  to  exceed  $25  may  be  made  in  th-e  case 
of  any  one  man  training  in  an  occupation  not  covered  by  an 
exhibit. 

7.  When  it  is  necessary  to  purchase  equipment  at  a  cost 
in  excess  of  $25  for  men  in  job  training  in  trades  or  occu¬ 
pations  not  covered  by  one  of  the  exhibits  referred  to 
above,  the  prior  approval  of  central  office  is  necessary. 

8.  Before  making  purchases  or  requesting  the  approval 
of  central  office  to  purchase,  careful  consideration  should 
be  given  as  follows : 

(a)  Men  in  training  “on  the  job”  having  been  previ¬ 
ously  in  training  in  school  may  have  been  furnished  cer¬ 
tain  tools.  Special  care  shall  be  exercised  in  such  cases 
to  prevent  duplication  of  allowance. 

(b)  The  employment  objective  in  all  cases  must  be  de¬ 
termined  before  intelligent  action  can  be  taken  to  decide 
proper  and  adequate  equipment  for  training. 
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(c)  Be  assured  that  the  tools,  etc.,  are  actually  required 
and  that  they  are  not  usually  supplied  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  with  which  the  man  has  been  placed  for  training, 
or  by  other  establishments  under  similar  circumstances. 

(d)  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Bureau  to  furnish  men  only  such 
equipment  as  is  actually  necessary  for  their  efficient  training 
and  not  all  the  tools  used  in  the  trade  or  occupation. 

(e)  While  a  statement  of  the  man  in  training  or  of  the 
establishment  with  which  the  man  has  been  placed  in 
training  is  desirable,  it  can  not  be  accepted  in  all  cases 
as  assurance  that  certain  tools  are  actually  required  or  that 
they  are  going  to  be  used  exclusively  by  the  man  in 
training. 

(/)  Estimate  what  tools  and  equipment  are  required 
by  the  man  during  the  first  few  months  rather  than  supply 
him  with  tools  he  will  only  be  able  to  use  after  months  of 
training.  Additional  equipment  may  be  furnished  as  the 
man’s  progress  warrants. 

(, g )  For  men  training  “on  the  job”  only  handbooks  or 
textbooks,  not  in  excess  of  $10,  which  are  used  directly 
in  connection  with  the  man’s  training,  are  allowed. 

(h)  The  amount  of  $25  authorized  in  paragraph  6  for  the 
purchase  of  equipment  for  men  training  on  the  job  includes 
the  amount  allowed  for  books  provided  in  subparagraph 
“g”  above. 

(i)  For  those  trades  covered  by  exhibits  the  $10  allowed 
for  books  in  subparagraph  “g”  is  in  addition  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  allowance  allowed  in  the  exhibit. 

(j)  No  protective  clothing  shall  be  purchased  without 
prior  approval  of  central  office  except  as  listed  in  the 
schedules  attached.  Requests  for  purchases  of  protective 
clothing  not  listed  must  give  details  showing  clearly  its 
necessity. 
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EXHIBITS. 

9.  With  the  view  of  expediting  the  furnishing  of  tools, 
etc.,  central  office  authorizes  district  offices  to  purchase 
the  specified  equipment  for  men  training  “on  the  job  ”  for 
certain  trades  as  set  forth  in  the  attached  exhibits  and  also 
in  any  exhibits  hereafter  issued. 

10.  Equipment  listed  in  each  exhibit  is  the  maximum 
allowance  for  that  trade  or  occupation  and  is  to  be  issued 
at  appropriate  periods  of  the  man’s  training  as  set  forth 
in  the  exhibit.  Should  it  be  considered  necessary  to  fur¬ 
nish  additional  equipment,  reasons  substantiating  such  a 
claim  must  be  submitted  to  central  office  before  author¬ 
ization  can  be  granted.  In  such  cases  where  men  have 
had  previous  experience  or  display  unusual  adaptability 
it  is  obvious  that  the  time  element  does  not  govern. 

11.  When  training  embraces  two  or  more  allied  occupa¬ 
tions  or  trades,  tools  and  equipment  not  to  exceed  $25  in 
value  may  be  selected  from  exhibits  governing  the  allow¬ 
ances  from  the  trades  involved.  Should  equipment  in 
excess  of  $25  be  required,  approval  of  central  office  is 
necessary.  When  requesting  approval,  it  is  necessary  to 
justify  such  training,  especially  stating  the  reason  for 
selecting  an  employment  objective  covering  more  than 
one  trade. 

NECESSARY  EXPENDITURES  IN  EXCESS  OF  PRESCRIBED 
AMOUNTS. 

12.  If  it  is  necessary  to  secure  the  approval  of  central 
office  before  purchase  is  made  in  the  case  of  men  in  train¬ 
ing  “on  the  job,”  a  letter  giving  the  information  called 
for  below  should  be  forwarded: 

(a)  Name  of  trainee. 
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( b )  Occupation  for  which  man  is  training  as  indicated 
on  Form  107  or  107A  in  effect;  also  state  clearly  the  employ¬ 
ment  objective  in  employment  terms  in  common  use. 

(c)  Name  and  address  of  establishment  with  which  the 
man  is  in  training. 

(d)  Reasons  necessitating  the  furnishing  of  additional 
equipment. 

(e)  An  itemized  list  of  equipment  requested  showing 
cost  of  each  item. 

(/)  An  itemized  list  of  equipment  with  cost  of  each  item 
previously  furnished  to  the  trainee. 

SECTION  C. 

GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 

13.  When  the  institution  furnishes  books,  tools  and 
accessories,  stationery  and  supplies,  under  contract,  a 
responsible  official  of  the  institution  will  be  required  to 
certify  that  materials  so  furnished  are  necessary  and 
required  of  all  students  pursuing  the  same  course. 

BIDS. 

14]  Unless  supplies  are  furnished  under  a  contract  pro¬ 
viding  for  furnishing  by  the  institution,  proposals,  Form 
1211  (F.  B.  21 A  Rev.)  must  be  sent  to  not  less  than  three 
prospective  bidders.  If  competition  is  impracticable, 
explanation  should  be  submitted  with  the  voucher. 
If  the  amount  to  be  expended  does  not  exceed  the  limits 
set  forth  in  these  instructions,  the  district  manager  may 
place  the  order  in  accordance  with  the  bid  most  advanta¬ 
geous  to  the  Government  without  sending  these  bids  to 
central  office  for  selection  and  prior  approval.  In  order- 
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ing  from  vendors  specifications  concerning  each  article 
should  be  complete. 

15.  In  submitting  bids  to  central  office  with  voucher, 
Form  3222  (F.  B.  form  3),  the  following  instructions  should 
be  complied  with: 

All  bids  must  be  submitted  in  triplicate,  the  first  two 
copies  being  executed  by  vendor.  If  the  bidder  is  an 
individual,  his  hand- written  signature  must  appear  below 
the  quotation.  If  the  bidder  is  a  firm,  the  proposal  must  be 
signed  not  only  with  the  firm  name  but  also  with  the  hand¬ 
written  signature  of  a  responsible  person  in  the  concern, 
and  show  the  capacity  in  which  he  signs.  Bids  received 
at  central  office  improperly  drawn  will  be  at  once  returned 
for  redrawing. 

TRAINEE’S  PURCHASE  ORDER,  FORM  4502A  (F.  B.  555A). 

16.  The  authority  for  signing  the  certification  Para¬ 
graph  III  of  the  trainee’s  purchase  order,  Form  4502 A 
(F.  B.  555 A)  should  be  delegated  by  the  district  manager 
to  an  authorized  representative  of  the  bureau  at  the  place 
of  training  or  at  the  institution.  If  considered  advisable 
by  the  district  manager  and  purchasing  agent,  supplies 
of  Form  4502A  (F.  B.  555A)  and  Form  1211  (F.  B.  21  A.  Rev.) 
bearing  the  signature  of  the  purchasing  agent  may  be 
issued  to  the  parties  designated  by  the  district  manager  or 
the  purchasing  agent  may  arrange  to  sign  the  trainee’s  pur¬ 
chase  orders,  Form  4502 A  (F.  B.  555 A)  after  the  equipment 
itemized  thereon  has  been  approved  by  the  proper  official 
(Cf.  G.  0.  69-B,  June  17  ,1922).  Form  4502A  (F.  B.  555A) 
must  be  used  to  cover  all  purchases  except  when  the  insti¬ 
tution  furnishes  supplies  under  contract.  Form  4502A 
(F.  B.  555A)  is  an  individual  purchase  order  and  should 
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never  be  used  as  a  memorandum  receipt.  In  each  instance 
four  copies  of  Form  4502A  (F.  B.  555A)  shall  be  made. 
Form  4502A  (F.  B.  555A)  will  be  distributed  as  follows: 
The  original  (dealer’s  copy)  will  be  forwarded  to  the  dealer 
to  be  retained  by  him  as  his  record  of  the  transaction ;  the 
district  office  copy  and  the  central  office  copy  will  be  for¬ 
warded  to  the  district  office,  one  to  be  retained  and  the 
other  to  be  forwarded  to  central  office  with  the  voucher. 
The  district  office  copy  will  furnish  data  on  all  accounts 
for  28-A  card  records.  The  suboffice  copy  will  be  retained 
and  filed  in  the  trainee’s  folder  in  the  suboffice. 

Unsigned  copies  of  Form  4502A  (F.  B.  555A)  will  be 
accepted  by  central  office,  but  fully  executed  copies  should 
be  required  in  the  district  office  as  a  basis  for  the  proper 
certification  of  vouchers  as  well  as  for  future  reference. 

17.  An  accurate  record  must  be  kept  on  the  standard 
cards  provided  showing  all  purchases  for  trainees  in  order 
that  the  district  manager  may  properly  certify  vouchers. 

VOUCHERS. 

18.  Upon  receipt  of  bills  from  vendors,  district  offices 
will  prepare  vouchers  itemized  in  accordance  with  pur¬ 
chase  orders  and  forward  them  for  the  vendor’s  signature. 
Upon  return  from  the  vendor  they  will  be  approved  by 
the  purchasing  agent,  signed  by  the  district  manager, 
and  forwarded  to  central  office  accompanied  by  the 
trainee’s  purchase  order. 

19.  Vouchers  prepared  to  cover  supplies,  etc.,  furnished 
trainees  must  carry  the  following  certification  by  the  dis¬ 
trict  manager  that  the  amounts  expended  for  such  trainees 
do  not  exceed  the  maximum  described  in  these  instruc¬ 
tions  : 
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“  I  certify  that  these  purchases  were  made  in  accordance 
with  Instructions  No.  133  (Rev.).

Do  not  typewrite  or  inscribe  this  legend  upon  the  face 
of  the  voucher,  but  have  it  mimeographed  on  a  slip  to  be 
attached  to  the  voucher. 

20.  Receipts  should  be  obtained  on  the  trainee’s  pur¬ 
chase  order,  Form  4502 A  (F.  B.  555 A),  from  all  trainees  to 
whom  books,  tools  and  accessories,  stationary  and  supplies 
are  furnished,  except  when  supplies  are  furnished  by  the 
institution  under  contract ;  in  these  cases  signature  should 
appear  on  the  district  office  file  copy  of  the  schedule,  or  on 
memorandum  charge  slips  furnished  by  the  institution. 

SHIPPING  EXPENSES. 

21.  Where  it  is  contemplated  that  the  vendor  will  be 
called  upon  to  ship  equipment  f.  o.  b.  his  factory  to  other 
points  in  the  United  States,  and  the  prices  quoted  by  him 
do  not  include  shipping  expenses,  the  bids  should  clearly 
show  that  the  prices  quoted  are  f.  o.  b.  In  such  cases  Gov¬ 
ernment  bill  of  lading  should  be  sent  to  the  firm  awarded 
the  contract.  If  it  is  impracticable  to  use  Government 
bill  of  lading,  however,  the  contractor  is  to  bill  the  ex¬ 
penses  for  shipment  against  the  United  States  Veterans’ 
Bureau .  The  claim  for  such  charges  must  be  supported  by 
receipted  transportation  bills,  and  letter  from  the  district 
manager  must  also  accompany  the  voucher  explaining  why 
Government  bill  of  lading  was  not  used. 

DISPOSITION  OF  PROPERTY. 

22.  All  books,  tools,  and  equipment  furnished  under  the 
provisions  of  these  instructions  are  the  property  of  the 
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United  States  and  are  loaned  to  trainees  to  permit  them  to 
pursue  their  training  efficiently.  Upon  completion  or 
discontinuance  of  training  all  trainees  shall  be  required  to 
return  books,  tools,  and  equipment  so  loaned  unless  auth¬ 
orized  to  retain  the  same  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  the 
event  any  trainee  not  authorized  to  retain  books,  tools, 
and  equipment  fails  to  return  the  same  within  ten  days 
after  his  completion  or  discontinuance  of  training  it  will 
be  assumed  that  such  trainee  desires  to  retain  the  same 
permanently  at  his  own  expense  and  will  pay  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  the  value  thereof.  Sums  received  under  such 
circumstances  will  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  disbursing 
officer  and  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
as  miscellaneous  receipts  on  account  of  the  proceeds  of 
Government  property.  In  the  event  payment  for  books, 
tools,  and  equipment  retained  is  not  made  within  thirty 
days’  notice  of  this  fact  should  be  forwarded  to  the  proper 
disbursing  officer,  who  should  retain  from  money  due  such 
trainee  from  the  Bureau  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to 
liquidate  his  indebtedness  to  the  Government. 

(а)  If  a  man’s  training  is  changed  to  institutional  train¬ 
ing,  which  is  in  line  with  training  “on  the  job”  or  vice 
versa,  he  may  be  allowed  to  retain  such  equipment  fur¬ 
nished  him  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

(б)  If  a  trainee  discontinues  training  and  enters  upon  an 
occupation  not  related  thereto,  he  should  return  the  non¬ 
expendable  articles  purchased  on  his  account. 

(c)  When  he  has  successfully  completed  such  part  of  his 
course  as  enables  him  to  enter  employment  in  line  with 
his  training,  whether  in  business  for  himself  or  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  another  as  an  employee,  such  part  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  furnished  him  as  is  absolutely  necessary  to  engage  in 
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said  employment  or  business  may  be  released  to  the  trainee. 
The  amount  of  equipment  released  to  a  trainee  who  enters 
business  for  himself  or  as  an  employee  shall  not  exceed 
the  combined  amount  allowed  in  Instructions  No.  133, 
Revised,  and  that  furnished  him  through  special  authoriza¬ 
tion  while  in  training  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  Veterans’  Bureau.  Paragraph  17  of  General  Order 
No.  52  is  hereby  amended  to  accord  herewith. 

(d)  The  trainee,  who  is  taking  training  in  an  institution 
with  which  the  bureau  has  a  contract,  or  vocational  school 
which  is  operated  by  the  bureau,  where  the  necessary 
equipment  for  his  training  is  furnished  by  the  school  and 
not  charged  to  the  individual  trainee,  when  he  has  suc¬ 
cessfully  completed  such  part  of  his  course  as  enables  him 
to  enter  employment  as  an  employee  in  line  with  his  train¬ 
ing,  or  in  business  for  himself  in  line  with  his  training,  he 
may  be  furnished  such  equipment  as  would  have  been 
required  and  furnished  to  him  had  he  been  in  training  on 
the  job  for  the  same  employment  objective. 

(e)  Receipts  in  triplicate  for  such  delivery  shall  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  trainee  and  forwarded  to  the  district  office 
for  the  necessary  record.  The  district  office  will  forward 
two  to  central  office. 

(/)  Nonexpendable  materials  returned  in  accordance 
with  subparagraph  (6)  above  will  be  reissued  to  other 
trainees;  if  such  material  is  not  serviceable  it  should  be 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  accounting  procedure  of  the  bureau. 

(g)  The  release  of  equipment  to  a  trainee  who  has  had 
both  institutional  training  and  placement  training  will  be 
governed  by  the  regulations  for  furnishing  and  releasing 
equipment  applicable  to  the  type  of  training  last  pursued. 
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( h )  The  Chief,  Administration  Division,  is  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  make  purchases  under  the  provisions  of  In¬ 
structions  No.  133,  Revised,  and  is  hereby  designated  as 
purchasing  agent.  (Cf.  G.  O.  69-B,  June  17,  1922.)
